The abuse of the pardoning power forms 
a grave charge against Governor Bulloek, 


The instances are very numerous. 80 
gross were the cases, that in a large num- 
ber of counties the Grand Juries severely 
reproved him in their general present- 
ments. And they ascribed to him a good 
share of the disorders that troubled the 
country. Bad men were emboldened to 
lawlessness by the impunity that the Ex- 
ecutive threw around the commission of 
crime. What terrors did the law and the 
Courts have, when punishment was stop- 
ped, and the guilty turned loose with the 
stain of proven crime fresh upon them ? 

Other Governors have used the pardon- 
ing power carefully. But Bullock has 
nearly emptied the jails end penitentiaries. 
In many instances the objects of his wicked 
and mistaken clemency have been caught 
in a few weeks at new rascalities. 

No graver offense against the public 
could be committed than this terrible 
abuse. It involves directly the integrity 
of the whole social system. The one sanc- 
tion of law is the certainty of punish- 
ishment. Hence, that official whoa thus ren- 
ders law worthless is responsible for all 
crime. 

Among the strongest instances of this 
kind we call the Committee’s attention to 
the cases of Ceasar Wiggins and Isuac 
Brown, members of an organized band of 
robbers, who murdered a policeman, Fred- 
erick Broadbacker, to break up the police 
force that was checking their crimes.— 
The case of the negro, in Worth, whose 
name we forget, condemned for murder, 
we also mention. 

The examples are many and glaring. 
The truth is, that the energy staggers at 
the bare mention of Gov. Bullock’s offenses. 
The job of investigation seems an inter- 
minable task. We are inclined to sur- 
mise that he depends for impunity upon 
the very magnitude of the labor involved 
in the trial of his delinqeneies.
